TH E PER SO N A L ITY O F ROADS 


(STATU RE is all personality— its trees, bushes, flowers, grass, hills, valleys, 
rivers, lakes, rocks- and its roads. 
T he tiniest flower has a smile th at touches one's heart. 
T ile great 
swamp white oak, or elm . or tulip -tree—what glorious gifts to the earth ! 
T he latter, often known by its Latin nam e, liriodendron tulip fera, or lily 
tree. 
As I w rite one is in beautiful bloom outside my window', and its 
frag ran t odor scents the air. 
Henry W ard Beecher, once com m enting on 
this lovely tree, spoke of its leaves as “intensely individual, each one 
moving to suit him self.’' 
B ut a brief talk about the personality of roads. 
I often wonder how 
roads originated in the first place— undoubtedly from a mere path, and 
th a t one over a route of the least resistance. 
Now th at we have speedy 
cars to take us over the country, m any of the lovely curves and winding 
loads are being elim inated and great expense is involved in m aking them 
straig h t and safe for fast travel. From an artistic standpoint, this is sheer 
tragedy—for the road is robbed of moat of its teem ing personality. 
As a boy I loved to drive a team of horses through the woods- wagon 
roads, we called them . 
T h e fallen branches and the dead leaves and the 
moss upon the ground formed a grand cushion and the sound of th e big 
wheels upon this surface gave a soft and m usical tone to the journey. 
City roads are all com m ercial—but those th a t greet one upon en tering 
the wide-open spaces of the country are positively inspiring. 
Especially 
the old back roads th a t wind about quaint old homes, gardens, barns and 
pastures 
Traveling in a strange country, these roads seem to talk to one 
as they unfold th e scenery. 
Surprises are “ju st around the corner" and 
over th e hill top. 
T h e old post-roads and the stage routes— though m ost of them are 
paved and improved today—are healthily fa t w ith personality. 
T h e old 
“S ” bridges and those that still exist in th eir wood covered form are m ost 
fascinating. 
T hey rem ind one of sturdy old sentinels along the way. 
Tagore lias .spoken of th e road as already a p art of one s destination.
